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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Borough  of  Swinton  and 
Pendlebury  Education  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  School 
Medical  ' Service  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1938,  this  being 
my  first  complete  year  as  your  School  Medical  Officer. 

The  most  important  event  in  the  annals  of  the  School  Medical 
Service  during  1938  was  the  opening  of  the  new  Open-Air  School  in 
May.  Its  modern  buildings  show  an  enormous  advance  on  the  original 
Open-Air  School  commenced  in  the  Bandstand  in  Victoria  Park,  while 
the  inclusion  of  nursery  accommodation  is  probably  unique  and 
indicates  that  the  Borough  is  maintaining  its  position  as  a  progressive 
Authority. 

A  further  development  was  the  reorganisation  of  the  Health 
Visitors’  and  School  Nurses’  duties  to  complete  the  co-ordination  of 
the  School  Medical  Service  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Department,  and  the  Health  Visitors  were  appointed  School  Nurses. 

Nurse  Ratcliffe  left  the  department  in  July  and  was  succeeded  by 
Nurse  Ward. 

Miss  Edwards,  clerk  in  the  School  Medical  Department  did  not 
return  to  duty  and  up  to  September  Miss  Hollinshead  continued  to 
perform  the  majority  of  the  clerical  duties,  when  she  was  relieved  by 
Mr.  Tomlinson  and  later  by  Miss  Walls. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Education  Committee  for  their 
encouragement  and  support,  the  Director  of  Education  for  his  co¬ 
operation  and  the  staff  of  the  School  Medical  Service  for  their  interest 
in  and  devotion  to  their  duties.

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2.  Co-ordination. 


As  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  School  Medical  Officer  is  also 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  Medical  Officer  for  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare.  The  three  departments  are  carried  on  under  single 
administration. 

At  the  beginning  of  1938  an  endeavour  was  made  to  complete 
the  co-ordination  of  the  Services  by  re-arranging  the  duties  of  the 
Nursing  Staff,  so  that  four  nurses  became  School  Nurses  as  well  as 
Health  Visitors,  one  was  engaged  entirely  on  School  Medical  work 
and  assisted  at  most  of  the  routine  inspections,  while  the  sixth  was 
attached  to  the  Dental  Clinic.  Better  continuity  of  supervision  is 
claimed  for  this  arrangement. 

The  general  administration  of  the  Services,  however,  was  com¬ 
plicated  by  the  removal  of  the  Public  Health  Department  to  the  new 
Town  Hall  while  the  School  Medical  and  Maternity  and  Child  Wel¬ 
fare  Departments  were  still  housed  at  Victoria  Park.  Under  these 
circumstances  the  appointment  of  an  experienced  school  medical  clerk 
became  even  more  necessary  and  as  a  temporary  expedient  the  Chief 
Clerk  remained  at  Victoria  House.  The  appointment  of  a  suitably 
qualified  clerk  in  the  near  future  is  expected  to  release  him  for  his 
duties  at  the  Town  Hall. 

The  experience  of  the  past  twelve  months  has  emphasised  the 
unsuitability  of  the  Victoria  House  premises  for  clinic  purposes  and 
the  erection  of  an  adequate  central  clinic  in  close  proximity  to  the 
Town  Hall  where  it  would  be  more  central  and  better  served  by  the 
transport  facilities  of  the  district,  has  become  a  matter  of  urgency. 
This  would  enable  the  Folly  Lane  Dental  Clinic  to  be  dispensed  with 
and  would  be  a  much  more  compact  and  economical  arrangement. 

Close  co-operation  continues  with  the  Juvenile  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee  to  ensure  that  school  leavers  are  placed  in  occupations  for 
which  they  are  best  physically  suited. 
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3.  School  Hygiene. 

There  have  been  no  special  developments  in  this  connection  during 
the  year  under  review.  Improvements  and  extensions  are  discussed 
in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Director  of  Education. 


4.  Medical  Inspection. 

Routine.  The  routine  medical  inspection  of  school  children  is 
confined  to  the  following  three  groups,  and  no  exception  was  made 
during  the  year  1938  : — 

(i)  The  entrants,  or  those  not  previously  examined  since  their 
admission  to  school. 

(ii)  The  intermediates,  or  those  who  have  attained  the  age  of 
8  years. 

(iii)  The  leavers,  or  those  who  are  12  years  of  age  and  have  not 
been  examined  since  reaching  that  age. 

Table  I  (Appendix)  shows  the  numbers  of  children  examined 
in  the  various  groups  together  with  the  numbers  found  to  require 
treatment,  and  Table  II  contains  a  classification  of  the  defects  found. 
Twelve  schools,  involving  20  departments,  were  visited  for  the  purpose 
of  the  inspections.  The  parents  of  all  children  due  for  inspection  were 
requested  to  be  present  to  witness  the  examination,  and  874,  or  64 
per  cent.,  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity.  The  coriesponding 
figures  for  the  previous  year  were  717  and  56  per  cent. 

The  following  tabulation  relates  to  the  routine  medical  inspections 
during  the  past  seven  years,  and  shows  the  percentages  of  children  sub¬ 
jected  to  examination  found  to  require  treatment.

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Special.  This  heading  includes  all  children  of  ages  other  than 
those  included  in  the  routine  groups  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  School 
Medical  Officer,  the  school  teachers,  or  parents,  require  medical 
attention.  The  number  of  “  specials  ”  examined  during  the  year 
1938  was  1,910,  and  a  summary  of  the  defects  found  is  contained  in 
Table  II.  As  in  the  case  of  routine  medical  inspections,  careful 
records  are  kept  and  the  results  classified. 

Re- Inspections.  Every  child  found  defective  or  requiring  obser¬ 
vation,  whether  as  a  “  routine  ”  or  “  special  ”  case,  is  re-examined  from 
time  to  time  until  the  condition  has  been  remedied.  The  total  number 
of  re-inspections  during  the  year  1938  was  1,331. 


5.  Findings  of  Medical  Inspections  and 
7.  Arrangements  for  Treatment. 

(a)  Malnutrition.  The  nutritional  standard  of  all  children  seen 
at  the  Routine  Medical  Inspection  is  classified  in  Table  II  B  (Appen¬ 
dix).  The  total  number  of  children  to  which  the  table  relates  is  1,374. 
Of  these  two  only  were  found  to  be  of  “bad”  nutritional  standard  as 
compared  with  five  out  of  the  1,259  examined  in  1937.  The  percentage 
of  slightly  subnormal  children  shows  a  further  decrease,  namely  7.21 
as  against  8.98  for  1937,  the  respective  numbers  for  these  years  being 
99  and  112. 

( b )  Uncleanliness.  The  total  number  of  examinations  of  children 
at  the  Cleanliness  surveys  in  the  schools  conducted  by  the  School 
Nurses  was  13,413,  and  the  number  found  as  the  result  of  such 
examinations  to  be  unclean  was  203.  The  corresponding  figures  for 
1937  were  9,260  and  241. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  cleanse  any  child 
by  the  means  which  the  Authority  has  available  for  this  purpose. 
Parents  who  do  not  carry  out  the  instructions  given  to  them  for 
cleansing  their  children  are  required  to  bring  such  children  to  the 
School  Clinic  or  if  necessary  to  the  Council’s  Cleansing  Station.  It  is 
more  than  four  years  since  an  instance  demanding  enforced  cleansing 
occurred  in  the  schools  of  this  district. 
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(c)  Skin  Diseases.  The  combined  totals  of  the  various  diseases 
of  the  skin,  viz.  233,  represents  7.2  per  cent,  of  the  total  children 
examined  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  8.2  per  cent,  for  the 
year  1937.  As  in  previous  years,  the  majority  of  cases  coming  under 
this  heading,  namely,  217  out  of  233  for  the  year  1938,  were  children 
coming  to  the  clinic  with  a  definite  complaint,  the  high  proportion 
being  more  due  to  the  high  esteem  in  which  the  clinic — as  a  place 
where  minor  ailments  may  receive  immediate  treatment — is  held,  than 
any  proneness  to  skin  irritations  in  the  school  population.  No  more 
than  16  instances  of  skin  diseases  were  found  at  the  Routine  Medical 
Inspections.  The  various  types  of  skin  disease  scheduled  are  dealt 
with  separately  below. 

There  were  five  cases  of  Ringworm  of  the  body,  one  of  which 
was  a  “routine”  inspection.  Three  were  treated  at  the  Minor  Ailments 
Clinic.  A  total  of  40  visits  to  the  Clinic  was  necessary.  There  were 
also  two  cases  of  Ringworm  of  the  scalp,  both  of  which  were  treated 
at  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinic. 

Twenty-three  cases  of  Scabies  were  discovered,  of  which  20  were 
found  as  the  result  of  Special  Inspections  and  three  only  at  the  Routine 
Inspections.  Twenty-one  were  treated  under  the  Authority’s  scheme 
at  the  Clinic  and  made  127  attendances. 

Six  cases  of  Impetigo  were  found  at  the  Routine  Inspections 
and  88  at  the  Special  Inspections  as  compared  with  4  and  97  respec¬ 
tively  in  the  previous  year.  88  cases  attended  the  Clinic  for  treat¬ 
ment,  and  the  attendances  totalled  1,185  as  compared  with  1,830  in  the 
year  1937. 

Children  suffering  from  Other  Skin  Diseases  (non-tuberculous) 
reached  a  total  of  109,  six  belonging  to  the  Routines  and  the  remain¬ 
der  to  the  Special  Inspections.  99  cases  were  treated  at  the  Minor 
Ailments  Clinic.  The  number  of  attendances  for  treatment  was  1,071 
as  against  1,105  in  1937. 

( d )  Eye  Conditions.  There  were  eight  cases  of  External  Eye 
Diseases  found  at  the  Routine  Inspections  and  127  at  the  Special 
Inspections.  All,  except  five  of  the  latter  were  referred  for  treat¬ 
ment.  The  corresponding  numbers  for  1937  were  :  six  at  the  Routine 
Inspections  and  93  at  the  Special  Inspections.  Of  the  130  cases 
requiring  treatment,  122  attended  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinic  and  made 
a  total  of  1,328  attendances. 
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The  number  of  new  cases  of  Defective  Vision  and  Squint  was 

76  and  seven)  discovered  at  the  Routine  Inspections  and  30  and  7 
respectively  at  the  Special  Inspections.  The  number  requiring  treat¬ 
ment  in  respect  of  defective  vision  was  106  and  in  respect  of  squint, 
14,  making  a  total  of  120  new  cases  referred  to  the  Ophthalmic 
Surgeon  as  compared  with  124  in  the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  defects  dealt  with  at  the  Authority’s 
Ophthalmic  Clinic  was  409.  Of  these  defects,  361  belong  to  the 

heading  Errors  of  Refraction  and  48  to  the  heading  Other  Eye  Defects 

excluding  minor  eye  defects  treated  at  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinic.  The 
grand  total  of  409  cases  receiving  treatment  compares  with  425  for 
1937  and  366  in  the  year  1936. 

The  number  of  Ophthalmic  Clinic  sessions  held  during  the  year 
was  30,  the  number  of  individual  cases  examined  243,  and  the  total 
attendances  500.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1937  were  :  27,  208, 
and  464  respectively.  Spectacles  were  prescribed  by  the  Ophthalmic 
Surgeon  in  100  cases,  and  54  children  were  provided  with  spectacles 
under  the  Authority’s  scheme.  51  children  obtained  spectacles 
privately.

Treatment  of  Squint.  An  addition  to  the  Authority’s  scheme  for 
the  treatment  of  eye  defects  was  introduced  during  1936  by  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  an  arrangement  with  the  Royal  Manchester  Eye  Hospital 
for  the  attendance  at  the  hospital  of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  children 
in  need  of  Orthoptic  treatment.  All  children  attending  the  hospital 
are  sent  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon,  and  during 
the  year  22  cases  received  treatment  at  the  Hospital’s  Orthoptic  Clinic. 
The  arrangement  with  the  hospital  also  includes  provision  for  payment 
of  2/-  per  attendance.  The  number  of  attendances  involved  in  the 
treatment  of  the  22  cases  referred  to  above  was  189.  It  must  be  noted, 
too,  that  the  Borough  Council  makes  an  annual  subscription  of  £20 
to  the  funds  of  the  hospital. 
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The  following  is  a  list  of  cases  sent  to  the  Royal  Manchester  Eye 
Hospital  for  treatment  during  the  year  :  3  Ulcer  of  Cornea,  4  Cataract, 
2  Strabismus,  1  Hypermetropia,  1  Astigmatism,  1  Iritis,  1  Injury. 

(<?)  Nose  and  Throat  Defects.  The  defects  coming  under  this 
heading  are  scheduled  in  Table  II  A  (Appendix)  in  four  categories, 
namely  :  Tonsils,  Adenoids,  Tonsils  and  Adenoids,  and  other  con¬ 
ditions.  The  grand  totals  referred  from  the  Routine  Inspections  were 
73  for  treatment  and  30  for  observation  as  compared  with  54  and  53 
respectively  for  the  previous  year.  The  Special  Inspections  revealed 
278  cases  requiring  treatment  and  42  for  observation,  the  correspond¬ 
ing  numbers  for  1937  being  180  and  29.  Full  inquiries  are  made  as  to 
the  avenues  open  for  treatment  by  private  arrangement,  and,  if  there 
are  none,  the  names  of  children  are  listed  and  called  up  for  examina¬ 
tion  at  the  Authority’s  Aural  Clinic. 

A  total  of  235  cases  received  treatment  during  the  year.  Seventy- 
six  received  operative  treatment  under  the  Authority’s  scheme  for 
tonsils  and  adenoids.  A  further  11  children  received  operative  treat¬ 
ment  for  tonsils  and  adenoids  by  private  arrangement,  making  a  grand 
total  of  87  receiving  operative  treatment.  The  total  of  235  compares 
with  180  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  number  receiving  operative 
treatment,  namely  87  compares  with  95  for  1937. 

Twenty-five  sessions  of  the  Aural  Clinic  were  held  during  the 
year;  245  children  were  examined,  and  the  attendances  reached  a  total 
of  376.  The  corresponding  numbers  for  1937  were  :  22  sessions,  242 
children,  and  364  attendances.  The  figures  set  out  below  are  those 
submitted  by  Mr.  E.  S.  Burt  Hamilton,  Consulting  Aural  Surgeon,  in 
respect  of  defects  observed  at  the  Authority’s  Aural  Clinic  during  the 
past  three  years. 

(/)  Ear  Disease  and  Defective  Hearing.  Eight  new  cases  of 
defective  hearing  were  discovered  during  the  year.  Three  were  noted 
at  the  Special  Inspections  and  all  were  referred  for  immediate  treat¬ 
ment.  Under  the  other  categories  of  this  heading,  namely  Otitis 
media  and  other  ear  diseases,  2  and  65  respectively  were  referred 
for  treatment  or  observation. 

Sixty-two  children  were  treated  at  the  Minor  Ailments  Clinic, 
and  2,224  attendances  were  made  for  treatment.  The  number  of 
these  attendances  for  Otorrhoea  alone  was  1,175. 

The  report  of  the  Aural  Surgeon  set  out  on  the  following  page 
gives  particulars  of  ear  diseases  treated  at  the  Aural  Clinic  during 
the  past  three  years.

( g )  Dental  Defects.  The  statistics  required  by  the  Board  of 
Education  in  respect  of  the  work  of  the  Authority’s  Dental  Clinics  are 
contained  in  Table  V  (appendix).  Additional  information  is  set  out 
in  the  table  on  page  24. 

The  Dental  Surgeon  writes  as  follows  : — 

“The  School  Dental  Service  is  an  integral  part  of  the  School 
Medical  Service,  and  both  are  educational  in  purpose. 

“These  services  are  not  designed  to  treat  diseases  indiscriminately, 
but  to  fit  the  child  to  receive  the  necessary  education  provided,  and  to 
safeguard  and  maintain  his  health.

“It  is  distressing  therefore,  to  receive  refusals  of  treatment  from 
certain  sections  of  the  community,  knowing  in  consequence,  that  the 
child’s  health  will  suffer  to  some  degree.  In  addition,  it  is  from  this 
group  that  the  majority  of  ‘casual’  or  emergency  cases  are  drawn. 

“It  is  difficult  to  understand  the  mental  processes  of  parents  who 
will  so  blindly  refuse  to  accept  advice  or  treatment  for  their  children, 
until  pain,  disease  or  ill-health  compels  them.  Furthermore,  the  con¬ 
dition  presented  at  this  time,  is  more  advanced  and  acute  than  at  the 
time  of  inspection,  and  therefore  the  recovery  period  is  longer, 
resulting  in  a  possible  loss  of  time  in  the  child’s  school  life,  and  a 
definitely  impaired  efficiency. 

“Lastly,  the  routine  of  the  clinic  is  disorganised  by  these  cases 
which  demand  immediate  attention,  in  spite  of  the  previous  refusal 
to  accept  treatment. 

“To  offset  this  latter  group,  there  is  a  now  steadily-increasing 
number  of  children  who  voluntarily  attend  the  clinic  at  three  to  six 
monthly  intervals  for  inspection  purposes.  This  ensures  that  any 
minor  fault  which  may  have  occurred  in  the  interim,  is  quickly  and 
easily  remedied,  as  well  as  sustaining  the  child’s  dental  interest. 

“It  is  pleasing  to  receive  these  children,  as  they  are  usually 
intelligent  and  devoid  of  fear,  as  opposed  to  their  contemporaries  in 
the  “emergency”  group. 

“I  would  again  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  teachers 
for  their  continued  help  to  the  dental  service.  Their  undoubted 
influence  with  the  children  is  a  positive  directing  force  towards  the 
goal  of  physical  fitness,  to  which  we  aspire.” 

The  number  of  children  found  to  require  treatment  out  of  the 
total  of  2,441  seen  at  the  Routine  Dental  Inspections  was  1,818  or 
74.5  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  69.3  per  cent,  in  1937,  77.8  per  cent, 
in  1936,  and  54  per  cent,  in  1935.  The  policy  of  the  School  Dental 
Service,  “to  treat  conservatorily  any  dental  lesion  however  minute” 
is  well  borne  out  by  these  figures.  In  the  last  three  years  the  total 
number  of  routine  inspections  has  risen  from  2,227  to  2,441,  the  total 
number  of  special  inspections  from  1,038  to  1,250,  and  the  total 
number  actually  treated  from  2,189  to  3,372.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
the  Service  has  won  the  confidence  of  the  majority  of  parents  and 
teachers  in  the  district  and,  even  more  important,  the  confidence  of  the 
children. 

Orthodontic  cases  are  referred  to  the  Dental  Hospital,  Manches¬ 
ter,  as  mentioned  in  the  School  Medical  Officer’s  Annual  Report  for 

1936.

The  Dental  Anaesthetic  Clinic  is  held  one  session  per  week  during 
the  school  term,  and  supplemented  by  extra  sessions  when  required  to 
reduce  a  lengthy  waiting  list.  Fifty-three  sessions  were  held  during 
the  year  1938,  and  937  general  anaesthetics  administered,  the  latter

If  there  is  any  doubt  as 
to  the  child’s  fitness  for  an  anaesthetic,  the  parent  is  interviewed  and 
if  necessary  the  child  is  then  referred  either  to  the  School  Medical 
Officer  or  to  the  family  doctor. 

In  practically  every  case  the  child  is  fit  to  return  to  school  on  the 
following  morning,  and  many  are  fit  to  return  on  the  same  afternoon.

(h)  Orthopaedic  and  Postural  Defects.  The  number  of  children 

found  at  the  Routine  and  Special  Inspections  to  be  in  need  of  treatment 
for  some  form  of  crippling  defect  was  20  as  compared  with  20  in  the 
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previous  year.  A  further  6  children  were  referred  for  observation. 
This  category  is  sub-divided  as  shown  in  Table  II.  A  (Appendix)  into 
three  headings :  Rickets,  Spinal  Curvature,  and  other  forms  of 
crippling  defects. 

Eleven  sessions  of  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  were  held  during  the 
year  1938  as  compared  with  11  in  1937.  Mr.  Robert  Ollerenshaw, 
Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  was  in  attendance  on  each  occasion,  together 
with  the  Masseuse.  The  latter  was  also  in  attendance  daily  from  1-30 
to  4-30  p.m.  to  carry  out  prescribed  treatment  in  massage  and  remedial 
exercises,  together  with  electrical  treatment.  The  total  number  of 
sessions  held  by  the  Masseuse  was  202. 

The  table  given  below  sets  out  the  diseases  treated,  together  with 
the  attendances  at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic  and  the  Remedial  Exercises 
Clinic.  The  examinations  made  by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  totalled 
301  in  eleven  sessions,  as  compared  with  279  in  a  similar  number  of 
sessions  in  1937.  The  totals  for  the  Massage  and  Remedial  Exercises 
Clinic  for  1938,  namely,  202  sessions  and  1,831  attendances  compares 
with  217  sessions  and  2,526  attendances  for  1937.  The  numbers 
include  702  and  1,185  in  the  respective  years  for  Artificial  Light 
treatment.

The  cases  which  received  hospital  treatment  were  as  follows  : 
Talipes,  2 ;  Spastic  Paraplegia,  1  ;  Bursa,  1  ;  Pes  Cavus,  1 ;  Postural 
Kyphosis,  1.  Ten  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  in  the  previous 
year.  Splints,  appliances,  etc.,  were  provided  in  55  instances  as  against 
52  in  the  previous  year;  and  the  number  of  X-ray  examinations  was 
29  as  compared  with  16  in  1937. 
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The  numbers  of  individual  cases  attending  the  Artificial  Sunlight 
Clinic  are  shown  in  the  table  below.  Attendances  of  children  over  five 
years  of  age  reached  a  total  of  311,  against  565  in  the  previous  year, 
and  of  those  under  five  years  391,  as  compared  with  620  in  1937.  The 
clinic  is  conducted  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  School  Medical 
Officer,  and  the  treatments  are  undertaken  by  the  Masseuse  on  two 
sessions  per  week.

(i)  Heart  Disease  and  Rheumatism.  Fourteen  children  at  the 
Routine  Inspections  and  5  at  the  Special  Inspections  were  found  to 
have  organic  heart  disease.  Five  were  referred  for  treatment.  The 
total  from  both  inspections,  i.e.,  19,  compares  with  17  in  the  previous 
year. 

Under  the  heading  of  functional  heart  disease,  12  children  were 
recorded.  Two  children  necessitated  immediate  treatment,  the  remain¬ 
der  being  scheduled  for  observation. 

There  were  26  children  found  to  be  suffering  from  anaemia,  of 
whom  17  were  referred  for  treatment.  The  corresponding  figures  for 
the  year  1937  were  15  and  7. 

(/)  Tuberculosis.  Five  definite  cases  and  one  suspected  case  of 
this  disease  were  discovered  at  the  inspections  during  the  year.

( k )  Lung  Diseases  other  than  Tuberculosis.  The  number  of 
cases  scheduled  under  this  category  reached  a  total  of  66  in  com¬ 
parison  with  74  in  the  previous  year.  Bronchitis  was  responsible  for 
44  of  this  total,  9  being  found  at  the  Routine  Inspections  and  35  at  the 
Special  Inspections.  Children  suffering  from  the  effects  of  bronchitis 
are  referred  for  treatment  at  the  School  Clinic  and  allowed  cod-liver 
oil.  In  some  instances  they  may  be  recommended  in  addition,  artificial 
sunlight  treatment. 

(/)  Enlarged  Cervical  Glands.  The  number  of  children  found 
during  the  year  to  have  enlarged  glands  of  the  neck  (non-tuberculous) 
was  45  as  compared  with  36  in  1937.  Those  requiring  treatment 
reached  a  total  of  36,  the  remainder  being  referred  for  observation.  In 
the  treatment  of  this  condition  the  causative  factor  is  sought  and  the 
appropriate  treatment  applied.  The  latter  is  often  followed  by  a 
course  of  general  and  local  artificial  sunlight.  The  causative  factor  is 
commonly  found  to  be  impetigo,  septic  sores,  dental  caries  or  unhealthy 
enlarged  tonsils.

The  nurses  assist  at  the  Routine  Medical  Inspections,  investigate 
into  infectious  diseases,  visit  the  schools  for  verminous  surveys  and 
in  addition  they  are  called  upon  to  follow  up  defects  found  at  the 
routine  or  special  inspections. 

The  school  nurses  do  most  valuable  work  by  the  systematic  visit¬ 
ing  of  the  homes  of  children  found  with  defects. 

Parents  very  readily  respond  to  the  nurses’  invitation  for  them  to 
attend  the  school  clinic  and  consequently  a  great  deal  of  time  is  saved 
in  unnecessary  following  up  of  cases. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  personal  contact  with  the  parents  is  the 
best  means  for  successful  treatment.

Diphtheria  Immunisation  was  continued  at  the  School  Clinic 
during  the  year  and  a  start  was  made  on  immunising  children  in  the 
schools.  Sixty-three  children  were  immunised  at  the  Clinic  as  com¬ 
pared  with  30  in  the  previous  year,  and  195  were  immunised  at  Moor- 
side  Infants’  School.  It  must  be  added  that  parents  of  children  attend¬ 
ing  this  school  were  circularised  in  order  to  obtain  their  consent  to  the 
immunisation,  and  less  than  6  per  cent,  of  refusals  were  received.  It 
is  hoped  to  continue  this  programme  through  all  the  schools  in  the 
Borough  during  1939. 

Immunisation  serum  is  supplied  to  medical  practitioners  free  of 
charge  on  request,  but  no  figures  are  available. 
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N.B.— Exceptional  cases  will  be  excluded  at  the  discretion  of  the  School  Medical  Officer. 


9.  Open  Air  Education 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Children’s  Seaside  Fund  arranged  for  a 
batch  of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  children  to  spend  a  holiday  at  Con¬ 
way.  In  1938,  169  children  benefited  as  compared  with  260  in  1937. 
Each  child  was  medically  examined  at  the  School  Clinic  before  going 
to  camp,  and  the  party  was  accompanied  by  a  School  Nurse  as  in 
former  years. 

The  cost  to  the  Fund  was  over  £330,  to  which  the  Education  Com¬ 
mittee  made  a  grant  of  £100,  the  balance  being  made  up  by  voluntary 
contributions.  In  view  of  the  splendid  work  which  has  been  accom¬ 
plished  by  the  Fund  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  more  support  from  the 
district  is  not  forthcoming. 

Other  camping  arrangements  during  1938  included  the  visits  of 
65  boys  from  Cromwell  Road  School  to  Norfolk,  111  children  from 
Moorside  and  St.  Augustine’s  Schools  to  Staithes,  and  75  children  from 
St.  Charles,  St.  Mark’s  and  St.  Mary’s  Schools  to  Conway. 

10.  Physical  Training 

The  work  of  the  Physical  Training  Organisers,  who  were 
appointed  during  1937  in  conjunction  with  the  Eccles  and  Leigh 
Authorities,  was  continued  during  the  year  and  will  be  discussed  in  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Director  of  Education. 

1  1 .  Provision  of  Meals 

The  Director  of  Education,  in  whose  office  full  records  of  meals 
supplied  to  school  children  are  kept,  has  again  provided  the  figures 
necessary  to  complete  the  accompanying  table.  The  table  furnishes  a 
year-to-year  comparison  of  the  numbers  of  meals  provided  by  the 
Authority  free  of  cost  to  the  parents  of  the  children  participating,  and 
also  the  number  of  children  taking  advantage  of  the  special  facility 
under  which  a  one-third  of  a  pint  bottle  may  be  purchased  at  a  half¬ 
penny.  This  facility  was  provided  by  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  and 
reference  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  to  the  amazing  increase 
which  took  place  on  the  inception  of  the  scheme,  namely,  from  1,224 
children  immediately  before  to  3,162  within  one  week  after  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  the  scheme  on  the  1st  October,  1934.  Owing  to  the  absence 
of  records,  the  figures  of  children  receiving  milk  at  cost  prior  to  1935 
are  not  shown.  During  that  period  the  number  varied  between  1,000 
and  1,500. 
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Meals  are  now  provided  to  necessitous  children  at  two  centres,  viz., 
the  Stamford  Institute  and  Adamson’s,  Moorside  Road.

12.  Footwear 

For  some  years  there  has  been  in  existence  in  the  area  a  Children’s 
Clog  Fund,  a  voluntary  organisation  for  which  the  Director  of 
Education  has  acted  as  Secretary.  Recently,  however,  arrangements 
have  been  made  by  which  recommendations  for  the  supply  of  footwear 
in  necessitous  cases  are  made  by  the  Education  Department  to  the 
Public  Assistance  Committee  or  the  Unemployment  Assistance  Board. 
With  few  exceptions  such  recommendations  have  been  granted  and 
the  necessity  for  the  voluntary  assistance  referred  to  is  consequently 
disappearing. 


13.  Cooperation. 

The  degree  of  co-operation  extended  by  parents  continues  to  be 
good.  During  1938  the  number  of  parents  attending  at  the  routine 
inspections  was  874,  or  63.6  per  cent,  of  the  total  possible.  Parents 
accompanying  their  children  to  the  various  special  clinics  of  the 
Authority  also  form  a  high  percentage  of  the  children  attending  and 
show  themselves  very  appreciative  of  the  advice  given  regarding  their 
children’s  health. 

The  keen  interest  shown  by  parents  in  the  contact  of  the  School 
Medical  Service  with  their  children  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  best 
testimonials  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Service. 
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Acknowledgment  is  again  recorded  of  the  valued  co-operation  of 
the  teaching  staffs  and  the  School  Attendance  Officers.  Full  appre¬ 
ciation  by  these  servants  of  the  Authority  that  their  co-operation  with 
the  School  Medical  Service  is  of  inestimable  value,  does  much  to  make 
the  Service  the  effective  force  which  it  is  meant  to  be,  and  is  of  great 
satisfaction  to  those  who  are  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
department. 

As  is  the  practice  in  this  Section  of  the  Annual  Report  each  year, 
acknowledgment  is  made  of  the  very  important  assistance  extended  by 
voluntary  organisations,  in  particular  the  National  Society  for 
the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  the  local  branch  of  the  British 
Legion,  and  the  Children’s  Seaside  Fund.  A  practice  again  continued 
is  that  of  setting  out  full  details  of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  cases 
receiving  the  assistance  and  kindly  attention  of  officers  of  the 
N.S.P.C.C.,  the  aim  being  to  provide  a  permanent  record  of  the  work- 
done  by  this  institution  in  the  interests  of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury 
children.

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14  Blind,  Deaf,  Defective  and  Epileptic 

Children 

A  complete  summary  of  the  children  to  which  this  section  of  the 
Report  relates  is  given  in  Table  III  (Appendix).  The  grand  total  of 

183  compares  with  203  for  the  previous  year. 

Blind  Child  ren.  At  the  end  of  the  year  1938,  there  were  four 
children  of  this  district  in  an  institution  for  the  partially  blind. 
Three  partially  blind  children  were  in  attendance  at  a  public  elemen¬ 
tary  school,  and  two  others  were  on  the  register,  thus  making  a  total  of 
nine  partially  blind  children  in  the  district  at  the  end  of  the  year,  as 
compared  with  a  total  of  six  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  previous 
year.  Partially  blind  children  not  in  special  schools  arc  asked  to  attend 
the  Authority’s  Ophthalmic  Clinic  periodically  for  examination  by  the 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon. 

Deaf  Children.  There  were  two  deaf  children  and  three  partiallv- 
deaf  children  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year.  One  deaf  child 
and  one  partially  deaf  are  in  institutions  for  deaf  children.  The 
remaining  two  are  in  attendance  at  public  elementary  schools. 

Mentally  Defective  Children.  One  case  was  notified  under  the 

Mental  Deficiency  (Notification  of  Children)  Regulations,  1928,  during 

the  year. 

The  number  of  feeble-minded  children  on  the  Register  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  6,  five  of  whom  were  in  attendance  at  public  elementary 
schools. 

A  summary  is  given  of  mentally  defective  children  in  relation  to 
their  suitability  or  otherwise  for  attendance  at  Special  Classes  or 
Special  Schools.  The  final  portion  of  the  table,  i.e.,  relating  to 
ineducable  children,  covers  those  children  who  have  been  notified  to  the 
Local  Mental  Deficiency  Authority  a§  being  incapable  of  receiving 
benefit  from  instruction  at  a  Special  School.  These  children,  although 
still  residing  in  this  district,  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Local  Mental 
Deficiency  Authority.

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Epileptic  Children.  On  the  31st  December,  1938,  there  were  two 
children  in  the  district  suffering  from  severe  epilepsy.  The  supervision 
of  the  department  was  continued  during  the  year  over  all  cases  of 
epilepsy,  whether  minor  or  severe. 

Physically  Defective  Children.  This,  the  last  heading  in  the  list 
of  exceptional  children  in  the  area,  is  sub-divided  into  four  categories 
namely,  tuberculosis,  crippling  defects,  delicate  children  and  children 
with  heart  disease,  and  particulars  relating  to  each  are  set  out  in  Table 
III  (Appendix). 

Children  suffering  from  some  form  of  Tuberculosis  receive  the 
attention  of  the  County  Tuberculosis  Department.  The  Authority’s 
scheme  for  the  examination  and  treatment  of  children  suffering  from 
crippling  defects  is  adequate,  and  an  account  of  the  work  done  during 
1938  is  outlined  in  Section  5  (h)  of  this  Report.  Children  coming  under 
the  remaining  two  categories,  namely,  delicate  children  and  children 
with  heart  disease,  are  provided  for  as  far  as  possible  at  the  Authority’s 
Day  Open-air  School. 


15.  Open-Air  School 


The  new  Open-Air  School  was  officially  opened  by  Dr.  J.  Alison 
Glover,  Senior  Medical  Officer  of  the  Board  of  Education,  on  17th 
May,  1938.  The  School  is  of  the  most  up-to-date  type  and  construc¬ 
tion  and  is  believed  to  be  the  first  Open-Air  School  in  the  country  to 
include  a  self-contained  nursery  suite.  The  accommodation  is  as

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16.  Nursery  Schools 

The  Education  Committee  continues  to  consolidate  its  policy  of 
nursery  classes  rather  than  nursery  schools.

18.  Health  Education

19.  Special  Enquiries  and  Miscellaneous 

Work 

No  special  enquiries  were  held  during  the  year. 

At  the  request  of  the  Juvenile  Advisory  Committee,  the  Medical 
Reports  of  293  children  leaving  schools  were  supplied  by  the  School 
Medical  Officer  for  inclusion  in  the  records  of  the  Committee. 


20.  Employment  of  School  Children 

Certificates  under  the  bye-laws  for  regulating  the  employment  of 
children  granted  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  during  the  year  reached 
a  total  of  59  in  the  case  of  newspaper  delivery  and  14  for  milk 
delivery.  Eleven  certificates  were  issued  to  school-children  present¬ 
ing  themselves  at  the  clinic  with  reference  to  their  fitness  to  act  as 
delivery  boys  in  other  permissible  trades. 

As  stated  in  the  School  Medical  Report  for  1937,  the  Factory 
Surgeon  Service  is  now  completely  separated  from  the  School  Medical 
Service.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a  prominent  writer  on  public 
health  has  stated  that  were  the  work  of  the  Factory  Surgeon  always 
co-ordinated  with  that  of  the  School  Medical  Officer  and  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  its  preventive  value  in  detecting  early  disease  would 
be  very  much  increased. 
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21.  Swimming  Baths 

The  Corporation  Swimming  Baths  which  were  closed  for  altera¬ 
tions  during  1937,  were  re-opened  on  7th  April,  1938.  The  organised 
attendance  of  school  children  was  resumed  and  the  total  attendances 
amounted  to  8,923  for  boys  and  5,810  for  girls.
